DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims 15-19, and 22-28 drawn to an invention 

nonelected with traverse in Paper No. 6. A complete reply to the final rejection must 
include cancelation of nonelected claims or other appropriate action (37 CFR 1 .144) 
See MPEP§ 821.01. 

Claims 15-19, and 22-28 remain withdrawn from further consideration pursuant 
to 37 CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention for the reasons of record 
in the previous Office action. Applicant's request for rejoining the claims directed to 
method of using the claimed product is noted. Since the product claims are not in 
condition for allowance, the request is denied for this Office action. Further, applicant is 
reminded that claims drawn to method of using an allowable product commensurate in 
all the limitation of the allowable product. Claims 1,2, 14-19, and 22-28 are pending 
and claims 1, 2, and 14 are examined on merits. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The rejection of claim 14 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 

indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention is withdrawn in view of the amendment. 

Claims 1 and 14 remain rejected for reason of record under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) 
contains subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the 
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application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. Applicant argues that 
the application describes how to identify or make the claimed genus of polypeptides but 
this argument is not persuasive. The specification describes only one naturally 
occurring species i.e., SEQ ID NO:1 . How does other naturally occurring structure(s) 
looks like? Deleting the limitation "a naturally-occurring" in claim 1 b) would obviate this 
rejection. This rejection affects the dependent claim.
